AT SL LOlliS TO LEAD DEn 

The Great Leaders Of Democracy Were Nominated 
By Acclamation. 

HON. WILLIl J. BRYAN LINES jPWilU THE OIHEe LEADERS 

President Wilson and Vice President liarshall were nominated by ac- 
clamation Thursday night by the Democratic national convention at St. 

Louis, the ticket being completed four niiiiule-; lu iore Prida.v. 

There was never any doubt 01 Prt*ident Wilson's nominution. but 
thece waa a pooalMllty that some Vice Presidential booms might be 
brought out In oppoaltlon to Vice President Marshall. They melted 
away, however, when the convention got ^ session, and as soon as the 
President's nonilnntion had l)''en made iKt roarine acdamntion. Sena- 
tor Kern, cast aside his long prepared stMSa and simply declared: 

" l nominate Thomas Itiley Marshall, of Indiana, for Vice President." 
To the President's nomination there was only one dissenting vote, Rob- 
ert Emmett Barko. of Illinois, who came to the coaTontlon aanooncing 
he was opposed to tho Preatdoat. HIa voto taehnle^lly amdo the Presi- 
dent's nomination 1091 to 1. 

The convention was call"d to order at !>:1.' o'clock by C'lairnian 
James. Tlie lar;:e Ixiildiiig was iiackeil ironi pit to (ioine. ev. ry availa- 
ble seat heiim taken, and thousands sLindini:. Th,- auiiounciMiieiit was 
made that the convention would not aUjuuru until all uowinations had 
booa mada and all ba a laaa s bofora tho cMivaatloa disposed of. 

Senator Thompson, of Kansas, moved the suspension of the rules to 
permit William Jennings Bryan to address the convention. Tlie motion 
C'lrried, and .Mi-. Itryaii was escorted to the stiiiul. lie was fjiven a tre- 
mendous ovation by the delegates and the spectators. He made a very 
eloquent speech, praising President Wilson and declaring he would 
work for the snceoss of the ticket. His speech was Interrupted time 
and agala by apptaaso as he drora home tolllag polats. 

The aomlaatloBs for Prasldeat began at 10:14. Alabama yielded to 
New Jersey, and John W, Wescott arose amid a storm of applause. He 

placed in noiiiiiiatioii Woodrow Wilson. Ills speech was one of the most 
eloquent *vrr luard in a convention. M tlie close w lien he mentioned 
the name of Wilson there w.is a ureal outburst of applause i!i;;t couM 
not be controUed. The demonstration was participated in by the dele- 
gates aad spoetators alike. Former Oovoraor Harmoa, of Ohio, second- 
ed the aoBUaatloa of Wllsoa. as did Oct. Itaart. of Virglala. The 
nomination was then made by scclamatloa. 

The nomination of Tlioiiias Marshall, of Indiana, tor Tloa Proaldeat 
by Senator Kern, uf Indiana, quickly followed.

Senator OHIe M. James rect ived a 
tremendous ovation when Tenipota- 
ry Chairman (Jlynn yielded tho gavel 
to the big Kentuckian, and It waa 
made Clearly awaifest how close Ol- 
lle James Is to the hearts of the 
Democrats of the nation when every 
dtdegate in the Colise um rose to ac- 
claim liim and indorse his selection 
ns the prooldlat Oflcor of tho con- 
vention. 

So enthnaiaatic were the delegate^ 
when Senator Jamea took hia place 
as presiding oflleer and rose to de- 
liver his speech, which was general- 
ly accepted as a personal message 
to tlio assembled delegates from the 
i'resiuenl oi liie I'liitici oiales, tiidc 
they Went wild.
